It you raise your arms or your legs 
above tho surface of the water you 
will sink, but if you have the presence 
of mind not to do so, or struggle 
about, you will never sink, so long as 
you keep paddling gently, without ex- 
ertion, with your hands, and so you 
may float on until you are picked up 
or until you are numbed by the cold.

Wm pabliah elaewb«re a most bean- 
tifal poem, which WM^written by Mrt. 
Sigoarney on the death of Miss Alice 
Cogswell. The paper from which we 
reproduce it was clipped from the 
New York American aboat fifty-three 
yean a^o, and is yellow with age. It 
baa been in the possession of Mrs. 
Hiram P. Ilnnt, of Gray, Me., for 
over fifty years. When she received 
it, she was a bright eyed, rosy-cheeked 
girl ; and now a matron whose life by 
many years has passed the noontide 
boor, she sends it to as for pablica- 
fcion. Probably many of oar readers 
do Dot know aboat Alice Cogswell 
and the relation which she bore to 
deaf-mate edacation in America. She 
was the little deaf mate girl who en. 
listed the. interest and sympathy of 
the elder Qallaadet in the welfare of 
the deaf and damb. Little Alice 
Cogswell was the first deaf-mate whom 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaadet endeavor- 
ed to edocate, and her providential 
meeting with him, then a theological 
student, brongfat aboat his jonmey to 
Earope in qaest of methods for teach- 
ing deaf-males, and incidentally was 
tbe cause of tbe establishment of the 
American Asylom at Hartford and the 
fifty and odd institutions for the eda- 
cation of doaf mutes which the United 
States can boast of at the present day. 
The poem, we believe, has been pub- 
lished in an early number of the 
A nnaU, but we dou'ft if iit»My of the 
JodsxaL readers have seen it 

How many ehanges, and what won- 
derf al progress baa been made in the 
edoeation of deaf-mutes daring the 
fifty years that have elapsed since 
Alice Cogswell died. Tbe system of 
instruction has been enlarged and im- 
proved by noble men, who have lived 
and labored, have devised and taught, 
and paid the "aniversal* forfeit" in that 
half century of time, and in oar land 
to-day the number of educated deaf- 
mntea, as compared witb tboae of 
Alice Cogswell's time, are aa five ban> 
dred ia to one. 



A sntASOB caae has just been 
broagbt to light in Georgia, that of a 
deaf-mnte being sentenced to peniten- 
tiary for wife murder, who it appears 
was entirely innocent. His counsel 
was anable to readily communicate 
witb him daring the trial, and did not 
known the true facts in tbe caae until 
after the deaf-mute had been sentenc- 
ed. The innocence of the convicted 
and imprisoned mute was sabsequent- 
ly Mtablisbed, and the Governor of 
Georgia pardoiMd faim witboat hesita^ 
Uon. Tb^ra 0MI be no doubt bat tbe 
nnfortanate deaf-mate possesses but a 
▼•17 aligbt adncation, or he ooald not 
h»y beeo eoOTietad. Rev. Job Tur- 
tksr sboold look into tbe ease and re- 
port on it, aa it is in his territory. If 
Um reverend gentlemaa bad been pre- 
sent at tbe trial, be might have abed 
•ome lifi^t upon the affair by inter- 
preting tbe deaf-mute's signs, and 
thos have raved the poor fellow from 
beiog railroaded to State prison.

Hhe communicated 
with ber family and friends by using the alphabet 
employed by deaf mutes. 

Physician* had abandoned ber oaae aa hopeless 
and it was considered to l>o only a question of 
time aa to when death wonld rolesae tier from 
her painful o<^>ndition. On Huturday last she sud- 
denly began to s(><;ak, saying, however, simply, 
"yea" and "no" to question* aaked her. On the 
following Hnnday she talked with perfect ease. 
In tbe evening, aa ber sister was about t^i retire, 
abe beard aome one calling. Entering Mary's 
room she found her sitting on the side of the 
bed. The girl aaked for her clothea, saying she 
wa* going to get np and dreaa. Tbe aister finally 
perstiaded ber to return to bed. 

Early tbe next morning, she arose, dressed, 
and, with tbe help of her sister, walked down 
stair*. Hbe asked for a cup of coffee (beverage, 
by the way, which she had IjMrn unable to indulge 
in for two years), and drank it with no injartons 
after effect. Father FitZMrnmon*, the -pillage 
priest, waa aent for, and to hi* inquiry what ha<l 
cured her Mary aaid : "The Lord has done it." 
Hbe aaid abe had prayed eonatantly for the 
two yeara *he lay helpleas, believing ber in-ay- 
ers wonkl be anawered. Her memory as to dates 
and holidays is perfect. One peculiarity of her 
oaae ia tbat she will look Intently iu aome par- 
Uealar direction, aa though gazing at aorne one, 
and will appearently carry on a conversation 
with aome one nnaean by others, but when qnes- 
tioned a« to wbo (be Is talking to, her reply is 
vagtieand tmsatisfaotory. 

Home time before tbU aeeming miracle occurred 
ber face became mocb contorted once, and when 
Mked what waa the matter abe replied l>y spelling 
tbe word* upon ber fingers tbat she waa talking 
witb tbe Lord, and that she bad been fighting 
bar enemy. Her will pf>wer I* very great, and It 
la evtdant tbat it has been in m> slight degree 
tbe medium through which her cure haa been 
broagbt about, or at least that It haa moat 
wonderfully aided, whatever power ha* affectod 
it. Hhe Is constantly imprfrving.

But as the hour of eight drew nigh 
and couple after couple came pouring 
into the edifice, the look of melancholy 
and disgust gave place to an ex|)res 
sion of triumph and exultation, and at 
nine o'clock, fully two hundred happy, 
jolly and jirosperoiis looking deaf- 
mutes were chatting away in a manner 
which unniiHtakubly denot(!d that they 
were bound to have u good time. 

And they did. 

It wouhl not have been a subject of 
remark if no ladies were present, as the 
•lisagreeable state of the weather was 
a sufficient excuse for not ]iiitling in 
an appearance, but fully sev<^nty five 
of the fail sex addetl to the enjoyineiit 
of the oeeasion, many of whom had 
travelled miles through tlie blinding 
snow storm in order to contribute 
their miles toward providing for those 
of our class on whom the iron heel of 
misfortune had fallen. 

TIk^ ninnagement of the affair were 
wise ill putting the price of admit- 
tance at the low figure of thirty (;ents.

Eiich was sufficiently attrac- 
tive in person and garb to iwesislibly 
compel lone bachelirs to iuvc^st in a 
dozen plates of cream just for the 
pleasure of having it served by be- 
witching hands, although in the 
depths of their aged hearts they 
were aware that horrible ni'^htmares 
awaited them in the lond of Mor 
pheus. 

Mrs. Sims pn-sided over the kitch- 
en department with dignity. 

At a quarter to ten o'clock. Chair- 
man Fitzgerald invited Prof. ,Jones, of 
the New York Institution, who went 
to work with the intention of convuls- 
ing the assemblage with laughter. Ho 
succeeded remarkably well, by deliver- 
ing the oft re])eated but never tiresome 
jmntomimic description of the "Den- 
tist." 

The " American Flag " was then 
signed by Miss Florence H. Jones, in 
her old-time graceful manner.

Yesterday Governor McDaniel sign- 
ed the pardon of O. P. Cornet, the 
deaf-mute who recently entered a plea 
of guilty to a charge of manslaughter, 
and was sentenced by Judge Ham- 
mond to one year in the Georgia peni- 
tentiary. 

The readers of the Con.HtUution will 
remember th;at a few months ago a 
sensation was created by the report 
that this man had, in a row with his 
wife, injured her so severely that she 
died from the effects. The details 
which were reported at the time were 
gathered up in the neighborhood, and 
as far as could be ascertained. Cornet 
had a bad showing, consequently a 
great deal of feeling was manifested 
against him. His sudden departure 
from the bedside of his dead wife im- 
mediately after she had breathed her 
last, also added to the interest in the 
case. He subsequently gave himself 
up, however, and a few days thereafter 
was indicted by the grand jury of Ful- 
ton superior court and went to trial 
b((foro Judge Hammond. At the 
conclusion of the evidence for the 
state. Solicitor General B. H. Hill, Jr., 
announced that he was satisfied that 
no convicti(m for murder or for a high 
grade of manslaughter could be secur- 
ed, and that he would accept a plea of 
guilty of involuntary manslaughter. 
Cornet being deaf and dumb from 
childhood, and being consequently un- 
able to communicate freely with his 
counsel, they were ixnable to work up 
his case as it ought to have been work- 
ed up, and to learn all the circum- 
stances of the injury. 

.fudge Hammond heard an exculpa- 
tory atlidavit from Cornet. From the 
statements of Cornet in that paper 
Judge Hammond was led to send him 
with the sherifT to the spot where Cor- 
nea alleged his wife had fallen in a 
ditch, ami received the injuries that re- 
sulted in her death. The ditch was 
found us ho dcscrilied it, and inqiiir}' 
at the brewery discovered two respect- 
able Germans who worked there, and 
who had seen the woman fall, and had 
witnessed the o'.,lier circumstances as 
dotaileil by Cortiet. 

Subsequent developments showed 
that the woman was old and of aban 
doiied (character , an habitual drunkard, 
and that on the eviming on which she 
received this injury she was drunk, 
and Cornet was trying to carry her 
home. It also developed that he had 
been enticed into a marriage with her 
without the knowledge of his friends, 
These! facts were brought out to show 
the difference . in Ihear character. 
Cornet was carrying her home, as was 
stated, and when near the house she 
fell into a deep ditch on some rocks 
and hurt herself so that she died after 
a few days. The exact nature of the 
injury it is not necicossary to state. 
Cornet pulled her out of the ditch, 
and got help from some men who took 
her home. The only evidence against 
Cornet on the trial, was the statement 
she made while it her drunken con 
dil.ion that he had kicked her. It ap- 
peare<I from the testimony of a ])liysi- 
cian who had been called in and had 
seen the woman, that she had told him 
that she hurt herself in the fall. It 
appeared also that Cornet was a harm- 
less man and treated his wife as kind- 
ly as it was possible for such a woman 
to be treated. That he waited on her 
after her injury, and that after her 
death he went to his mother, who re- 
sides in Madison, and that she brought 
him up when she saw from the reports 
ill the newspapers that he was accused 
of having inflicted the injury that re 
suited in his wife's death. 

All those facts subsequently devel- 
oped under oath before Judge Ham- 
mond were brought to the nttuntion of 
the governor by Solicitor General 
Hill, who earnestly ask(>d the gover- 
nor to grant the pardon, and who cer- 
tified in writing his belief in the entire 
innocence of Cornet of any crime in 
eonnection with his wife's death. 
•Judge Hammond also wrote a strong 
indorsement on the application for 
pardon, and asked thog(;veriior to par- 
don Cornet on account of the develop- 
ments subsequent to the plea of guilty 
filed before him. The application 
was backed by a very large number of 
the best citizens of Maelison, who had 
know Cornet from his infancy and who 
certified to the harmlessness of his 
character and disiiosition. 

With this showing, n<ilhing remain- 
ed for the governor lo do except grant 
the |>ardon, which was done as soon 
as he fully understood the fuels iu the 
case. 

To day ('ornet's mother will go to 
the camp of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad to take her son home, 
as in his helpless condition he cannot 
reach home without assistance. 

Solicitor General Hill stated in his 
appli(;ation to the governor that this 
was the first case in which he had 
ever felt it his duty to ask a pardon, 
and that he was satisfied he was doing 
right in so acting. He did not ask it 
on account of sympathy for the man's j

snow, as merry as they can be ;

Now, during the year, let more 
hap|)iness and enjoyment reign su- 
preme among the deaf mutes of the 
land, and let less calamities mix with 
their sorrows. 

Trie deaf-muto who was in the 
pemitenlinry at Fort Madison, Iowa, 
is now at liberty, after serving two 
years and a half there. 

A deaf and dumb man was before 
Judge Hillis in Des Moines, Iowa, 
for intoxication. He j)leaded guilty, 
and was assessed the usual fine, and 
released, so says the Stale Jiegister. 

Peter Bruogger, the mute of Nau- 
voo, 111., whom " Juilge DeCoursey " 
taught last winter, was induced to git 
to school at Jacksonville, III., where 
ho is now enjoying himself and im- 
provingjin his studies, as are evidenc- 
ed by several letters he has written 
home and to friends. 

" Judge DeCoursey " is now teach- 
ing little Waldo H. Rotlierl,, at Keo- 
kiilf, Iowa, prej)aratory to hia going lo 
school at Council BliifTs. His father 
is a Slate Senator, and is now in the 
Senate at Des Moines. The mutes of 
Iowa are trying to secure another 
school in Eastern Iowa. They >rill 
do well to secure Mr, Boibort's in- 
fluence in the matter, a's Mr. R. has 
been in the State senate for three or 
four terms and has once been Lieu- 
tenant Governor of Iowa. Ho is also 
one of the leading senators, and takes 
groat interest in the welfare of the 
deaf-mutes of Iowa, on account of his 
own unfortunate child. Besides this, 
Mr. Rothert has been Mayor of Keo 
kuk for two terms, and has held 
other imjiortant offices, besides being 
an insurance agent for several differ- 
ent companies ; and he is at present 
grand commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of the Knights of the State 
of Iowa. He went lo the Grand Con- 
clave of the Knights of the U. S. at 
San Francisco, Cal,, last summer, and 
look his family with him, iucliuling 
little Waldo, who enjoyed the sights 
of the grand Pacific Ocean and gath- 
ered shells along its shore. 

At homo little Waldo had a Christ- 
mas tree, and gave out presents to 
others last December. Besides this, 
he wont to the Christmas tree at his 
Sunday School to repeat the Lord's 
Prayer, and the boy stealing fruit, lo 
the childien, which amused theiu 
greatly ; then wo were all invited lo 
a splendid supper gotten up by the 
ladies of the church and school. We 
had a very enjoyable time. 

Miss Moss, one of the pupils who 
escaped from the burning Institution 
at Council Blufl's, is liviug hero with 
her aunt. 

Miss Laura Edgeman, another mute 
lady who attended school at Jackson- 
ville, Illinois, is living here witb her 
parents. She is now learning dress- 
making, and she has learned other girls 
lo talk on their fingers. 

Mrs. Scott has a little deaf mute son. 
Mrs. Scott is a sister to Mr. Crockett, 
proprietor of the Stanleigh House in 
Keokuk. She is now in Yankton, 
Dakota, witb her oldest son, who keeps 
a bakery there. She used to he matron 
of the Slanleigh House, when Uev. Dr. 
Gallaudet and Uev. Mr. Mann visited 
us last year. Little Master Scott at- 
tended the Michigan Institution for 
several years and Iowa Institution for 
two terms. He is now at school at 
Sioux falls, Dakota. 

The other mutes who live here are 
Masters Sumner, O'Brien, and Miss 
Lizzie Fuller who are now at school 
at Council HlufTs. Little Lizzie's 
mother is supervisor of the y<Hing 
boys at the school. Wo loam that 
they had a very merry Christmas day 
there, and that Old Santa Claus was 
very liberal lo them. 

Besides those children iu Keokuk, 
Iowa, there are three other young 
children, who are not of age to atteuti 
school yot, excejil one named Santo. 
She is kept al home by her parents in 
hopes of her heating coming back to 
her, and they refuse to lot any one see 
her in her misfortune in the family.

In Heveral cases, reci- 
tations had to 1)0 oiniltoil or postp'in 
ed, and ah night tlioHo ntiidenlH who 
wore not hh'HHcd with a HU))orfliiiiy ot 
blankelH, had to pile ovchmxiIs, Indian 
(!lid)H, chairH and what not on tlicii 
bodH to koi'p warm. Hkate» wore alno 
brought out of (lioHotH whore they had 
Ru long lain in ignoiuinious r uouo, 
and wore newly oiled and polished, 
while visionH of iiidiinitod, dazzling 
ice geldtt gliHtonc'd in the iiimginatioDH 
of th(Mr owners, for the morning pa 
pi'rs had anniiunced that the rivor 
from lien- to Alexandria was frozon 
over, and that Hkaters wore passing 
between the two cities. IJut where 
the 8lu<lont prop(jsoH, Old I'robs very 
often (lisposos, and being in a luaievo 
lent humor just then, the old fellow 
sent H groat, storm, first of snow and 
then of rain, whicih swept away in 
coiainon ruin holii our ice fields and 
the air castles wo had built upon 
them.

The first of I'rof. Gordon's course 
of lectures was given S,itnr<lay night, 
in the laboratory, before a full audi- 
ence. A consignmonl, of new a])para- 
tus and fresh ohomi(Nils hail arrived 
Irotn Philailolpliia <luring the week, 
and were put into use lor the fiist 
)im». during the course of the lecture, 
adding much to tho success of its ox 
perimenial portion. The subject of 
the discourse wis " Tlii! five modes 
of chemical action, wtlh an examina- 
tion of tho phenomena, of flame.'' Tho 
nature of (^heniisin, or elioniicil ac- 
tion, was first explained, and the lec- 
turer then proceeded to elucidate the 
tho five difT'erent ways in which such 
action can t'ike place — viz. ; 1, 
by direct union; 2, by displacetuent, 
3, by mutual exchange, 4, by re ar- 
rangement, /), l)y the resolntion of 
complex molecules into simple ones. 
Each of thesf^ (ir(\ m'-thods was illus 
irated by a variety of experiments. 
Home sin)ple, some comph^x, and all ol 
them int,er<wtirg. Iiv illustrating un- 
ion bv diH]>liicement, a ball of sodium 
was thrown into a jar containing wa- 
ter, upon which it floated about, l>urn- 
ing with an intense yellow flame, fin- 
ally exploding with a ti-emcMidous 
bang, scattering a shower of fiery stars 
in all directions, miKili to onr amuse- 
ment and somewhat to our alarm. 
Chemical ciiange l)y re-arrangoment 
was illu8trate<l by a very simple ex- 
periment familiar to most of ns — viz, 
the hardening and change in color of 
tho white of an egg on the applica- 
tion of heat, the change resulting 
Bolely from a re-atrangemont in the 
particles of tho albumim, nothing hav 
ing been added to or taken from it. 
The "explosions" of nitro glycerine, 
gnn powder, fulniinatina; mercury, an<l 
tho like, were all shown to [n\ instances 
of the fifth method. To illustrate his 
remarks on this subji ct, the lecturer 
touched a mass of snowy gun cotton 
with a heated iron rod, and, presto I it 
disappeared in a great column of fl ime, 
leaving no trace behind it, having 
vanished, as it were, in thinair. 

Tho discourse of the ])honomena of 
flame was interesting and instructive. 
Flame was shown to be always tho ro- 
Bnlt of the union of gases — the flame 
given out by a common candle or coal 
oil, for instance, resulting not from the 
immediate Imrning of the substances 
themselves, but of the gases of which 
thi-y are composed. 'I'his was boauti 
fully illustrated by heating wood 
shavings in a glass retort, and igniting 
and burning tlie gases, resulting from 
•'••> deoomposit.iiin of the shavings, at 
the month of the retort, just as we 
would ignite common illuminating gas. 
Fine experiments in this particular 
were also made with tallow, sperm oil, 
and illuminating gas. 

The lecture lasted an hour and a half, 
and we saw and learned mucli that 
was wholly new to us. Tho interi'st 
with whicii it was received, ought to 
be an inducemont to the professor to 
continue the course (it was proinisod 
conditionally), and wo hope to see the 
rest of the eeries.

Tuesday evening, Januiiry 8th, saw 
the second meeting of the deaf-mutes 
of Brooklyn, who are endeavoring to 
organize a society in that city. 

About eighteen mutes were present, 
throe of whom were ladies, and the list 
of those who intend joining if the con- 
stitution and bi/'hurs suit, now foots 
up to twenty-six. 

The meeting, as now announced, 
took place in Americus Hall, Grand 
Street, near Fifth, Brooklyn, E. D. 

On mounting the platform, President 
Greene requested Secretary Rey- 
nolds to read lh(> minutes of tho previ- 
ous meeting, and as ho started to do so, 
W. A. Bond moved that they be tabled 
to some remote time, whicli was second- 
ed and passed. 

Then came the reading of the tJon- 
stitution and Bylaws by the Secretary, 
whicli were siibmilted to the meiubers- 
to-be for approval or alteration. 

The very first article read brought 
three or four eloquent orators to their 
feet. The article was what- the name 
of the society should be. Tlio namt», 
as chosen by President Greene, who 
wrote tho Constitution and By laws, 
was "The Brooklyn L'ter.ary Society." 
Mr. W. L. Jiilinng wanted it to be 
dianged to the " Long Island Literary 
Association of Doaf-Miites." W. A 
Bond said he did not, and preferred 
" Tho Brooklyn Society of Deaf- Mutes." 
Mr. W. (). Pownall excitedly seconded 
this ; so did T. L. Godfrey. The three 
names being put to vote, the last car- 
ried ofT the cake, and the young and 
now enthusiastic organization is 
burdened down with an old fashioned 
title which makes it appear that tho or- 
ganization is composed of a couple of 
old people on whom age has left its 
trace. 

The reading of the Coiistilution and 
By laws then continued with, numerous 
interruptions by various to bo or not-to 
be-mombors, who wished things fixed to 
suit theinsolves, and the Secretary only 
got half through at 10 i>.m , when it 
wat, moved to lay tho rest on the table 
till the next meeting which Lakes place 
two weeks hence, date and place to be 
announced later. 

Here George Lucas Reynolds, So 
oreiary pro tern, mounted the platform 
and with fervid eloquence Jind appeal- 
ing look, asked to bo excused froinHict- 
ing as secretary any loiig^jr. But the 
heart of t he President was not at home, 
having been left in HHrleni, and 
George Lucas found his entreaties in 
vain and, a la " Chicago horse reporter," 
he was greeted by a "cold, mocking 
l.angli," and will continue to record 
the luinutos till his successor i,s elected. 
The ladii<8 who were present were 
Miss Hannah Henricli, Mrs. Juhiing 
ami Mrs. Pownall. Among the .ad- 
ditional number annexed to the roll of 
names were Thos. F. Godfrey, Mr. 
Patterson and W. G. Pownall, Trea- 
surer of tho Guild. 

Jacques Loew was elected a trustee 
of the Manhatttvn Literary Assocation, 
last Thursday evening, 3d inst., in place 
of Mr. John Carlin, whose term expired 
on that date. 

We have been requested to s.ay, by 
Chairman J. Francis O'Brien, of the 
Catholic Literary and Benevolent 
Union Reception, that any one (the 
" Cor" in the Itemizer of last week in- 
cluded) wishing information in good 
faith respecting the Hecei)tion, can ob- 
ti\in tho same by addressing him in 
care of Secretary Donohne. 

The " Cor." who, by tho way, seems 
to know very little about engaging 
halls, his statement and New Jersey 
ex|)erionco to the contrary notwith- 
standing, is informed that tho Recep- 
tion is to bo run on business principles, 
and the Society have entire control of 
the hall lor the evening of their Re- 
cojition.

Meteoric Duat. 



Nordenskjold's estimate of the quanti- 
ty of dust shows that it has boon in 
past ages a not important factor, per- 
haps, in its addition to the crust. Ho 
says: "I estimate the (|uantity of the 
dust that was found on the ice north 
Spilzbergen at from 01 to I milligram 
per square motor, and iirobably the 
whole fall of dust for the year far ex- 
ceeded the latter figure. Hut a milli- 
gram on every fquaro meter of the 
surface of the earth amounls for the 
whole globo to 500,000,000 kilograms 
(say half a millions tonsi) Such a 
mass collect(Ml year by year during 
the geological ages, of a duration 
probably incompiehonsiblo by us, be- 
comes a consideration too important 
to bo neglected, when the fundamen- 
tal factsof thogoohigical history of our 
planet arc enumerated. A coutinua- 
lion of these investigations will per- 
haps show that our globo has increas- 
ed gradually from a small beginning 
to tlio dimensions it now possesses; 
that a consideraljle quantity of the 
constituents of our sodimonlary strata, 
especially of those that have been de 
posited in the open sea far from land 
are of cosmic origin ; and will throw 
an unexpected light on the origin of 
the fire lieartlm of the volcanoes, and 
afford a simple explanation of the 
remarkable resemblance which unmis- 
takably exists hotwecn pi u tonic rocks 
and meteoric stones," Such enorm- 
ous ma.ssos of material could well ex- 
plain the rosy and other curious lights 
that are from time to time observed. 
But cosmic dust is not the only matter 
in the air that could occasion the phe- 
nomena ; the atmosphere is constant- 
ly filled with innumoral)le forms 
caught up by currents and carried to 
inconceivable heights, and thus to 
great distances, to be precipitated to 
the earth in hail, snow, or rain. 
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The unusual appearance of the sky 
at sunrise and buiihoI for a month 
past, generally attributed to meteoric 
dust, has attracted unusual attention 
to this matter. In the search for this 
cosmic dust tbo far north, where the 
surface is covered by an almost con- 
tinuous coating of snow and ice, offers 
a wide and promising tiold for in- 
vestigation. Here no other dust ])re- 
vails. Professor Nordonskjcdd first 
found cosmic dirat in the north at 
Sjiitzborgen. The second off the 
'lainiar coast, seemed to bo in the 
form of yellow specks lying on the 
snow. They were at first su[ipo8od 
Io bo diatomacooiis ooze, but when 
ilaced in the bands of Dr. Kjollman 
10 pronounced them to bo i)alo yel- 
ow crystals, and curious enough

original composition and origin of 
this substance," says Professor Nord- 
enskjold "appears to me exceedingly 
enigmatical. It was not common car- 
bonate of limo, for the crystals wore 
rhomboidal and did not show the 
cleavage of calcilo. Nor can there 
bo a question of its being arragonito, 
because tlii# mineral might inlee(l 
fall Hiitinder of itsolf, but in that 
ca.se the newly f(jrnied [)o\^lcr ought 
to bo crystalline. Have the crystals 
originally been a now hydraled car- 
bonate of limo, formed by ciyataliz- 
ing out at a temporaluro of ten or 
twenty degrec-s above the freezing 
point ? In such case they ought not 
to have boon found on the surface 
of the snow, but lower, on the sur- 
face of tbe ice. Or have they fallen 
down from the intcr-planotary spaces 
to the surface of the earth, and be- 
fore crumbling down have had a 
cotnposition differing' from torrostrial 
substances in the same way as various 
chemical compounds found in recent 
limes in motoric stones ? Tlio occur- 
rence of tlio crystals in the uppermost 
layer of snow and their falling asun- 
der in the air, toll in favor of this 
view. Unfortunately there is no pos- 
sibility of sotting those questions, but 
at all events this discovery is a 
further incitement to those who 
travel in the high north to collect 
with extreme care, from snow fields 
lying far from tho ordinary routes of 
communication, all foreign substan- 
ces, though apparently of trifling 
itnporlancc," 

Tho investigations of tho Swedish 
naturalist in this field, says a writer 
in tho Now York Evening Pout, arc 
of exceeding interest, Ilis first at- 
tempt to obtain motoric dust was at 
Stockholm, wherein Decemhor, 1871, 
there was a groat fall of snow — tho 
heaviest ever known. On tho last 
days ot tho storm, after tho atmo- 
spfiero had presumably been jui rifled 
of extraneous snbstancoB, ho collected 
a cubic meter of snow, molted it over 
a fire, and found that after tho water 
had evaporated a residue of black 
powder remained, in which were 
many grains of metallic iron that 
wore attracted by a magriet. In 
1872 his brother made a similar ex- 
amination of tho snow in a (juiot 
locality near tho remote village of 
Evois, Finland, Tho snow, upon 
being molted, also gave the same 
black ])owdcr and metallic iron. 

In tho late expedition to Green- 
land it is reported that Nordcnskjold 
has made fresh discoveries. In his 
visit there in 1870, he found in tho 
dust that lay on the inlanri ice, 
grains ot metallic iron and cobalt, 
Tho main mass, he says, consisted of 
a crystiillino, double refracting sili- 
cate, drenched thro' with an ill smoll- 
ng organic substance, Tho dust 
was found in largo quantities at the 
bottom of inniirnorabln small holes 
in tho surface of the inland ice. This 
dust could scarcely be of volcanic ori- 
gin, bccanso by its crystalline slruc- 
turo it differs completely from the 
glass <hjsfc that is cotnmoiily thrown 
out of volcanoes, and is often curried 
by tho wind to very remote regions, as 
also from the dust which, in March, 
1875, fell at many places in the mid- 
dle of Scandinavia, and which last 
proved to have been thrown ont by 
volcanoes on Iceland. Professor
